The Oscar Slater Appeal. 


We confess to some considerable disappointment at the paucity 
of support that up till now has been given.to the fund for the 
payment of the expenses involved in the appeal which the 
Government bas granted to Oscar SLATER. Under £200 has 
come to hand including ‘the munificent gift of £100 from Messrs. 
N. M. RorTuscuiLp AND Sons. We do not believe that this result is 
attributable to carelessness on the part of the Community about the 
case. or that there is not a widespread feeling throughout Anglo- 
Jewry that the bare possibility—to put it no hightr—of SLATER 
having been wrongfully convicted and baving suffered eighteen- 
and-a-half years of penal servitude, should be subjected to 
the fullest possible examination, The reason is to be found 
we believe in the feeling that the Government is not acting 
quite fairly to Stater. The opportunity for appeal is given 
to him, but not the means for pursuing it. Sir ARTHUR CONAN 
DoyLe, who has championed SLATER throughout, estimates 
that the cost-of the appeal will be in the neighbourhood of 
£2,000. It is quite true that the Government does not .ask this 
amount. to be spent, but it knows quite well that with anything 
less, a thorough investigation cannot be made. How is it to 
be expected that an appeal of that sort is to be carried on 
by the appellant himself—a foreigner, who for all the years 
since he was condemned, has been cut off from the world outsidc 
his prison? In a case like this, an appeal presented’ by any 
but the most competent lawyers, would be worse than useless. So that 
the Government does, to all intents and purposes, say to SLATER: 
“You can appeal, but it will cost vou £2,000," The only means: we 
know whereby that amount can be obtained is by public subscrip- 
tion, and we suggest that if the public, by withholding their contri- 
butions, show that thev think that the Government should bear the 
whole of the cost of the appeal (asit certainly will assume the cost of 
opposing the appeal or of the representation of the Crown in the 
matter), the Government should be called upon to do so. We learn 
that the case is not likely to be heard until May next, and we 
therefore hope tliat in the meantime the public will either foot the 
nll or take aioe for urging upon the Government the necessity 


for bearing th®whole of the charges.

Some Correspondents’ Views. 

The Rev. H. Mayerowitsch, of the Great Synagogue, London, writes : 
“The news of the contemplated Music Festival came to mec, and I am sure 
to many of my colleagues and to all music lovers, as a great and agreeablc 
surprise. Though the idea is not pew-—-it bad becn advocated by the Rev. 
I, Freeman of Liverpool, and by myself, and several unsuccessfiil attempts 
had been made on the Continent too. But it really required the authority 
and organisation of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE to bring about its realisation. 
For it would be a mistake to think that the organisation of a “ Jewish ” 
Music Festival is a simple task. It is much more difficult than cven the 
organisers of last year's International Music Festival at Frankfurt-on-the- 
Main thought. There the curious thing happened that after the Jew'sh 
programme had been executed by prominent Jewish singers and masicians 
the press was of the unanimous opivion that the music heard was any- 
thing but Jewish. Such error must not occur at THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
Music Festival. The Festival will undoubtedly excite the widest intcrest 
everywhere where Jewish tousic is known and cultivated and therefore 
an enormous success can surely be anticipated.” 


Mr. S. Alman, A.R.C.M., Choirmaster of the Hampstead Synagogue, 
Musical Director of the Bayswater Synagogue choir, and a well-known 
composer, writes: “I think itisan excellentidea to have such a Festival, 
because for ont thing it will encourage choirs to work and Congregations 
to listen. There is a great need of stimulating Jewish music which, it 
developed, is capable of taking at least an equal-place with the music of 
any other nationality. Take, for instance, Jewish folk songs, which are 
in my opinion excellent examples of characteristic Jewish music. From 
all points of view we cannot have too many of such Festivals as THE 
JEWISH CHRONICLE is organising, and I wish it every success. I also 
hope that it will prove to be a real resurrection of Jewish music in this 
country.”

the best traditional tunes in existence, so that congregants of the different 
SVnagogues will no longer be content with hum-drum tunes sung in a care- 
less fashion, but will demand, at their services, the best that can be pro- 
duced. As to Jewish music itself, lL foresee the possibility of a new era being 
opened outin the near future, fostered by the desire, on the part of the 
Jewish composer, to create sacred Or more cxclusively Jewish music, 
rather than derote himself to the general field of composition. Lcd by 
eminent composers such as Bloch, a younger school could develop and 
raise the whole standard of Jewish music. The success of the Iecstival 
will therefore not lie only in the achievement, but in the outcome. The 
revivifieation and steady development of Jewish music will assuredly be 
realised if the stimulus is given, as I have no doubt Tur Jewisnu 
CHRONTCLE intends, periodically or annually. I wish every success to 
this Pioneer Musica! Movement.” 


A Jewish Eisteddfod.

Would a step further be possible and the cmutation of our Welsh 
Listeddfod be feasible’ The Eisteddfod plays so great a part in the lives 
of Welshmen all over the world, stimulating the arts in least likely 
(juarters, that its idea could well be embodied, and to much advantage, in 
the Festival succested, 

We certainly have the. material, it merely requires the spade work 
and necessary encouragement to bring it to life. Prizes, if substantial 
cnough, would fire the enthusiasm of budding poets and songsters and 
stimulate choirs and craftsmen, while the Historical Society could do the 
work of the Cwmroddorion, and existing committees could be co-opted 
for exhibition of paintings, sculpture, arts and crafts of Jewish interest. 

The idea must of course be big cnough to create interest on the 
Continent, in the Colonies and in America. ‘The smaliest villages do this 
successfully in Wales.”

SEVENTY-FPIFTH BIRTUDAY, 

The Secretary of the Federatien of Jewish Relief Organisations, Mr. 
A.M. Kaizer, a GHRONICLE representative that *-it is nob yet 
quite certain whethcr a Ifome, or merely a Kitchen where the children 
would come for their meals, is to be instituted, to be named after Rabbi 
Sir Hermann Gollancz, in celebration of his seventy-fifth birthday. Should 
it be decided to establish the Institution in the Ukrame, it will be in the 
form of a Kitchen, and for two reasons (1) there are difficnities in obtain. 
ing housing accommaodtion there; aud (2) many of the children whose 
parents were killed in the pogroms are with relatives or friends who weuld 
not like them to be taken away. But the probability is that the Lnstitu. 
tion is to be opened ia Vilna, where the distress is intense, and that it 
will be a Home. 

“The Home will have to be consolidated for five yoars atleast. A 
Commission to arrange the details was appointed by the Federation, 
consisting of Dr. M. Behr, Mr. W. Seifert aud myself. The Commission, 
which has already met, is of opinion that the Institution should be opened 
in Vilua as a Home, and for this purpose they will require the sum of 
£10,000 for the next five years. They recommend that the Federation 
should allot from its funds £1,000 within this period, and that an appeal 
should be made to the friends and admirers of Sir Hermann Gollancz to 
contribute the remaining £9,000. . Sir Hermann, in addition to being Vice- 
President of the Federation, has also been Chairman of the Appeal 
Committee, nader whose guidance many appeals werc issued, and his 
name. carries witb it such great weight that we are corfident we shall find 
no difficulty in raising the required sum. 

“I should like to mention that in response to the letter of appeat 
which appeared in TH® Jewish CHRONICLE New Year Numbor, and was 
sigued by Sir Hermann, we received, in addition to numerous cheques 
from London and the Provinces, cheques from some of the nrost remote 
parts of South Africa.” 

The reception in Hove, at which Sir Hermann is to be presented with 
an illuminated address, will probably be in the second week of Febrnary. 
A large number of prominent members of the community will be prosent.

Bat even after we have analysed every trait of his (Disracli's) 
bewildering personality (says the Professor), we shall not understand 
its contradictions and transformations unless we constantly remember 
that, above all, Disraeli remains the typical Jew. 

Most biographers have underrated the importance of the Jewish 
element. Disraeli bimself certainly never did underrate it. He 
almost aggressively obtruded his origin on his opponents. He 
reminded them of it even when they were inclined to forget it. He 
was never apologetic. Ht was proud of his race. It is one of the 
most sympathetic traits of his character that he never deserted his 
people in their trials, even at the risk of incurring unpopularity. In 
early youth he visited all the sacred scenes of Jewish history. The 
best of his novels introduce some perfect Jewish character as the 
exponent of his highest ideals. He never ceases to emphasise the 
absurdity of the attitude of Christian nations in despising a people 
which still provides them with the foundations of their religion. 

The glorification of Jewry runs like a thread and Leitmotiv 
throughout Disracli’s novels. His whole philosophy of human history 
is coloured by his Jewish preconceptions. He insists that race in 
history is everything, and that the Jewish race in particular has 
produced the supermen of thought and action. And not only do his 
Jewish preconce P jtions determine his philosophy; they frequently 
influence and deflect his practical politics.

Mr. LEON GASTER. 


The death occurred at his residence at Sydenham Hil). last 
Saturday, after only a short illnesgyof Mr. Leon Gaster, a brother of 
Haham Dr. Moses Gaster and of Dr. Anghel Gaster. 

The deceased, who was only fifty-five years of age, Was ason of the 
late Chevalier A. E. Gaster and of Phina Judith Rubenstein, a member 
of the family of the great musician. The Chevalier Gaster, who died 
shortly after the celebration of his nintieth birthday in 1:6, was a 
Dutch diplomatic agent in Bacharest, and conchided a. commercial treaty 
between Holland and Koumania, tor which he was ennobled and received 
several orders. Mr. Gaster s drandfathcr, Ariel Gaster, wasthe President 
of the Bucharest Jewish Community, and bis g¢reat-grandfather: was 
Austrian Vice-Consual at Ducharest. 

The deceased, who was born in 14573, was educated first at Bucharest 
University Physical and Chemical Sections, and later at the Zurich 
Polytechnicum, where he studied Mechanical and Electrical Engincering 
from 1891 to 1495, and also carried out scientific researches in lighting and 
lighting questions under the guidance of the famous Professor Dr. H. F. 
Weber. While in Bucharest he founded and was for three years Presi 
dent of the Jewish Students (Crcanisation. He came to this country 
sole twenty-five years ago, and built up an extensive practice as an 
illuminating engineer and techuical journalist Hic was the Proprietor and 
Editor of the ILLUMINATING ENGINEEr, and was Honorary Secretary of the 
INuminating Engineers’ Society. He also served on various Home (ftice 
Committees, and his advice on lighting was sought in many parts of the 
country. He was, too, an active member of the Institution of Electrical 
Engineers, Society of Arts, Physical Society, Faraday Society, Society of 
Chemical Industry, British Science Guild, the London Chamber of Com 
merce, etc. He was Hon. Secretary of the British International Association 
of Journalists, and organised the successful Conference held by the Associa 
tion in London last year. He was also a Fellow of the Institute of 
Journalists and a member of the London District Committee. In 1995-he 
lectured before the Society of Arts on“ Progressin Electric Lighting.” being 
awarded the medal which is given for the best papers read during the 
Ression. Mr. Gaster was actively associated with the Nationa! mafety 
First Association from its inception. and served on a number of its 
committees. His achievements in the fieki of -cience were recognised by 
the Roumanian Government, which recently confer:ed on him the Orde: 
of Commander of the Crown of Roumania. 

The funeral was at Willesden Cemetery on Tuesday. 


Mr LOUIS SINCLAIR 


The death occurred last week, at his home in Hatuipstead, of M: 
Louis Sinclair, a former Conservative Member of Parliament for Romford 
and a recognised authority on commercial questions. The deccased was 
born in Paris in 1°61, of English parents, named Schlesincer, wh 
returned to this country three years later. Educated at University 
(ollege, London, and on the Continent, he went to Australia in 18:8, and 
began life on the staff of the Melbourne ARGUs. Subsequentiy he 
engaged in commercial pursuits connected with sugar and railways, and 
was so successful that he was able to retire from tnsiness at the age of 
twenty-five. In 1897 he was elected to the House of Commons as repre. 
sentative in the Conservative interest of the Romford Division of Essex, 
and he remained in Parliament until 1906, being re-elected by a huge 
inajority at the General of 1900 

The deceased's greatest achievernent perhaps lay in the Conimercia! 
Committee of the House of Commons, which he was instrumental! in 
forming in i899, and of which he became permanent Hon. Secretary. He 
reformed the Committee in 1915 and formed other similar Committees in 
the Parliaments of Europe. He also initiated the Anglo-French Inte: 
Parliamentary visits, and contributed no little towards the establishment 
of the Eatente-Cordiale. Among his published works were “Our Com 
mercial Disabilities,” “Ministry of Justice instead of Home Office " and 
“Our Poor Laws and their Degrading Operation.” At the time of the 
disastrous faiiure cf the birkbeck Bank, he represented the interests of 
the sharcholtcrs and depositors. and was cited as the appellant against 
the decision of Mr. Justice Neville. During the war he served in the 
Roval Automobile Club War Transport Service. 

Myr Sinclair married in 1386 Nina, daughter of Mr. Daniel de Pass, of 
Natal and London, by whom he had three sons and one daughter. 

Man. HENRY SHMITH, 

The death occurred on Sunday, at the age of sixty seven, of Mr. 
Ilenry Shmith, Senior Clerk of the Jewish Board of Guardians in the 
Relief Department. Lhe deceased, who was popularly known as “ Mr. 
Shmith of the Board,” completed fifty years service with the institution 
in 1924, when a gathering was held in his honour, and he was the recipient 
of presentations from the Board itself and from his colleagues on the staff. 
Au interview with him appeared in THE Jewish CHRONICLE on that occa. 
sion. A man of deep feelingsafd wide sympathies, the deceased was held in 
the highest esteem by his co-workers, and in deep affection by the many 
unfortunates who benefited from his advice and the assistance it was his 
pleasure to dispense. 

Mr. Shmith entered tlie service of the Board at the age of thirteen as 
an office boy, and he thus served under four Presidents—the late Mr. 
tiouel |.. Cohen, the late Sir Benjamin (oben, Mr. Leonard L. Cohen 
and the present incumbent, Mr. Arthur Stiebel. Perhaps his greatest 
service was rendered between the years I-32? and 1394, when there was a 
large influx of Jewish immigration from Russia. The Board was then 
housed ia Devonshire Sjuare, and much of the work had to be carried on 


in a cellar. In these unhealthy surroundines the deceased worked © 


frequently fronr half-past eight in the morning till nime and ten o'clock at 

night. Mr. Shmith, whose loss will be keenly felt by his colleagues and 

by the comw-nunity at large, was also Secretary of the Sabbath. Meats

Shmith. On the previous day Mr, Sbmith had been at the 
offices of the Board at his work in the usual way. He seemed 
unwell: and Mr. Benjamin sent him home, where he passed 
away. He had been a member of the staff of the Board for over fifty- 
three vears and had served it faithfully and well. He loved his work 
there and lie loved the poor. He (Mr. Stiebel) believed that Mr. Shmith's 
tnowledge of the East End and of the people who inhabit tt was 
wonderful They must all mourn his death. the poor had suffered a 
vreat loss, 

Mr. Leonard '.. Cohen said that what struck him most coming in 
contact with Mr. Shmith, was his great sympathy with the peonie who 
came before him and his real devotion to their necessities without at any 
time forcetting that he was an official of the Board. His lows would hi

The Rev. J. F. Stern said that he cou! claim to have known Mi 
Shmith longer than Lh of those pres nt.

Schools, and for the greater part Of his 
life Mr. Shmith had been a-memler of his congregation at Stepuey. In 
later years he (Mr. Stern) had been privileged as a mi mber of the Board 
to be brouglit in closer contact with his work, and he could endorse all 
that the President and Mr. Cohen had said in regard to hi< devotion to 
his work. He had often said to Shmith: “Why don’t you follow by 
example, ‘ knock off’ a bit and go into retirement He always sheek 


his head in his philosophical way and wonld reply : “No, my work. Is 
here: Lshould be most unhappy. I don't think I can tear myself away.” 
Mr. Stern said he believed Mc. Shmith ended his work as he had wished.

GIFT TO THE ARCHBISHOP OF CANTERBURY. 


The library of Lambeth Palace has been enriched by the presentation 
to it, through the Archbishop of Canterbury, of a valuable Hebrew Bible. 
The Rev. J. F. Stern bas given to the Library a copy of a miniature 
edition printed in Leyden in 5570-1610. It is said to be the smallest 
edition of the Scriptures ever printed and is bound in two volumes which 
belonged to Mr. Stern's father. In tendering the gift, Mr. Stern wrote to 
say that he made it as a tribute to the brotherly relations that subsisted 
between the Clergy of the Church of England in East London and the 
donor throughout his Ministry. In acknowledging the volumes, the 
Arch bishop wrote: 


Dear Mr. Stern,—I thank vou very cordially for a most kind letter. With 
all my heart do I wish. you every highest blessing from our Heave nly lather 
during t vear which has begun. I know how highly the leading members of 
the Church of Kngland feel the valine of the services von have rendered to the 
rely s life in Fast London and I am mi to be able to add my tribute of 
gratitude and appreciation. am greativ touched the kindness of Vout!

A New Jewish Encyclopedia 

The “JcvepiscHEer VERLAG,” Berlin, celebrated its semi-jubilee in 
November last. and by a happy coincidence the first volume of the 
“ Jnedisches Lexicon,” published under its auspices, has recently been 
issued. The “Lexicon ” is a Jewish encyclop# lia, which will appear in 
four volumes. It has now been in preparation for some years, and the 
first instalment gives an excellent indication of the impressive value of 
the work when complete. The “Lexicon” is something less ambitious 
in size and scope than the Jewish Encyclopedia, and wider in its appeal. 
But these objects of brevity and popular exposition are not attained by 
any sacrifice of scholarly worth. Dr. Georg Herlitz and Dr. Bruno 
Kirschner are the General Editors, and they are aided by a band of 
collaborators who are experts in their different subjects. There are some 
admirable studies by well-informed thinkers who enhance their reputa- 
tion by their contributions to the work. The “ Lexicon “is a co-operative 
enterprise which should prove of great use, andi meet the cde mand of an 
intelligent public for an encyclopwdia ona smaller scale than the Jewish 
Encyclopw dia, but with the information brought up-to-date, Judging 
by the portion already published, the “Lexicon” promises to be a 
permanent treasury of Jewish knowledge. The address of the “ Jucdischer 
Verlag.” is Potsdamer Strasse, 63, Berlin, W.57, and the price of each 
volume of the © Lexicon” is thirty-five marks.

“Ax INVESTIGATION INTO THE COMPARATIVE [INTELLIGENCE AND 
ATTAINMENTS OF JEWISH AND NON-JEWISH SCHOOL CHILDREN,” by 
Mary Davies and A. G. Hughes (Cambridge University Press) embodies 
the results of the research which was carried out, under the direction of 
Professor Cyril Burt. at the instigation of the Jewish Health Organisation 
of Great Britain. The results show a striking divergence from the 
unfavourable conélasions drawn by Professor Karl Pearson and Miss 
Margaret Moul in their inquiry into the same subject. 
shows (1)-that on an average, both in general intelligence and in 
attainments in English and Arithmetic, Jewish children are definitely 
superior to the non-Jewish children attending the same school, the 
superiority being more marked with the boys than with the girls. This 
superiority is found at every ae from eight to thirteen, and in every type of 
The superiority in intelligence revealed by (he 
tests is confirmed by the independent estimates of the teachers. . (2) The 
‘racial “ difference in favour of Jewish children amounts in the case of 
the boys to about one year in Intelligence and in Arithmetic, and to a year 
and a halfin English at theage often. Among girls the differences are 
equivalent to a year in English and to slightly less than a year in Intelli 
gence and Arithmetic. (3) Variations in the differences betweeu Jewish 
and non-Jewish children are found at different aces. the most noticeable 
and the most consistent being a temporary drop at the age of twelve, 
followed by a distinct rise at the ace of thirteen. There is no indication 
in the data that the Jewish child's precocious development is followed by 
a premature arrest. (4) No sex difference in I.oglish or Arithmetic is 
found among non-Jewish children. Jewish boys are on an average 
superior in these subjects to Jewish girls (by the equivalent of about four 
months’ progress at ten years ofage). In Intelligence the Jewish boys 
are slightly superior to Jewish girls, but the contrary is found among 
non-Jewish children,

Seville Orange Marmalade. 
iwo lemon-. Water. 

WITH a. very sharp knife cat the fruit into quarters (after wiping the 
skins with a damp cloth). Take out the pips, put them in a basin, and 
pour over three-quarters of a pint of cold water. Remove the pulp from 
the skin and put it in a bowl. Slice the peel very thinly, add it to the 
pulp, and weigh the whole. then pour over three pints of water to every 
pound of fruit, and leave in a deep earthenware tow! for twenty-fou: 
hours. Boil until the peel is tender ‘about half an hour), and leave 
till cold; then to every pound of fruit and licuor combined add one.and- 
a-balf pounds of preserving sugar. Strain the hqnor from the pips, add 
it to the marmalade, and place over a gentle heat unti) the sugar is 
dissolved ; then boil steadily until it jellies when tested on a cold plate. 
Pour into warni, dry jars, and tie down when cold. 


Lemon Marmalade. 


Water, 6 pints. var. 

Cur up the fruit as in first recipe. remove the pips, and cover with 
half a pint of water. i ut the cut-up fruit in a bowl, pour over the water, 
and leave for twenty-four hours. Then put in @ preserving pan. Strain 

in the water from the pips, and put in the latter also tied in a mnslin 
bay. Cook steadily until the peel ts soit and the water reduced to about 
half, then measure and add one-and-a half pounds of sugar to every pint. 
Add the sugar when the fruit is boiling, and boil steadily for one and.a- 
half hours. Turn into warm, dry jars, and tie down when cold.

TAKE one grape frait, one orange and one lemon. Cut up the fruia 
as in first recipe, but throw away the pips of the grape fruit. Cover those 
from the orange and lemon with cold water and leave overnight. To 
every pint of fruit add three pints of water, put in a bow), and leave for 
twenty-four hours. The following day bring to boiling point, and cook 
steadily for ten minutes. Cover and leave till cold, and measure again. 
Bring to boiling point, boil for ten minutes, and add one pound of 
preserving sugar to every pint. Strain the water from the pips. and boi' 
steadily until it jellies when tested.

The following is an abstract of the re port of the activities of the Board 
for the years 1924-25-26 just issued: 

The various institutions of Manchester and Salford have been regulariv 
visited. The work of the board, though unostentatious, is of the highest value 
in brightening and rendering happier the lives of the inmates. During 1925 and 
1926 eleven Jewish children, between the ages of 5 and 12, were taken charge of 
by a visitor of the Boart, whe instructed them in Hebrew and religion. The 
usual Sabbath services at the Manchester Prison were conducted by the Rev. 
Jacob Phillips. Under the auspices of the board a Conference was convened to 
consider the supp y of Aasher fool to local institutions. The matter was, how- 
ever, left in abeyance. ‘The officials of various institutions are thanked for their 
attention and corrtesy. Four of the Manchester Synagogues, the Shechita Board 
and a few private dimors sabscribe to the funds of the Board. Visits are paid 
regularly to fourteen hospitals, three asviums, tive workhouses, three homes 
and schools, and one prison.

Visit of the Chief Rabbi.

The Chief Rabbi of the British Empire paid his first visit to the 
Southend and Westcliff community last week-end.

He 
drew as an analogy to his theme the blessing of Jacob of his sons, Reuben, 
Judah and Joseph, and compared the meaning of the various biessings of 
each son to the problems of to-day. 

After the service a reception was held, at which Mr. A. Goodman. the 
President. on behalf of the congregation, welcomed the Chief Kabbi. He 
hoped that the visit of Dr. Hertz would be the means of firmly cementing 
the friendship between the congregation and the Westcliff and Leigh 
Synagogue. 

The Rov. A. Plaskow, B.A., anl- Me. D. Kontili having spokea, Dr. 
Hertz, in responding, thanked the community for its cordial reception.

Address by Dr. Montefiore. 


CHILDREN AND THE BIBLE. 


(n address by Dr. Claude Montetiore on “Some problems con- 
nected with the Conception of God” was delivered af a meeting of 
the Jewish Religious Union on Sunday, at the “~ Liberal Jewish 
Synagogue, St. John’s Wood Road. The Hon. Lily Montagu presided 
over a crowded audience. 

In the course of his address Dr. Montefiore said that some persons 
shrunk from applying human adjectives or attributes to God. But what 
did they know that was higher’ Unless they simply said there was 
an \, and then stopped, what were they to say that was not, in one 
sense, human’ Did they not get to the X by inferences which 
argued from the X being spiritual or rational—of the nature of mind 
Dr. Rashdall, in his varions writings, had cogently argued that mind 
as they knew it included willing and feeling, as well as thought. 
If the Divine mind was akin to their mind, why should He not als¢o 
be akin to that which was highest in their minds, their self 
consciousness, as well as akin to that which was highest in that 
nity of thought and will and feeling, which they called their 
personality ; akio, therefore, in love, akin in righteousness, “My 
thoughts are not your thoughts, nor your ways My ways.” So said 
the Prophet. But surely His love and righteousness were not less than 
ours, even though they might be more. If God was not, in any sense 
whatever, righteous and loving, as- they conceived righteousness and 
love, then He was not greater than they were, but less than they were. 
If their mind derived from His mind, if, in any sense whatever, He was, 
as they said, in them, could they have created or conceived a love which 
was wholly other than the Divine love’ Mind without love was rathe: 
the mark of a devil than of God. By being too chary of giving a human 
attribute to God they did not exalt Him but degraded Him. They need not 
be frightened, said Dr. Montefiore, because clinging to the fundamental 
and simple doctrine of the rational and loving nature or character of God, 
they could not set before themselves a full and consistent conception of 
Him. They need not be ashamed because they were left with a number 
of ragged edges. At all events, ordinary folk who were not professed 
philosophers, not philosophers in fact at all, need not worry, or need 
not worry overmuch. They would seek to avoid grosser anthropomor- 
pRisms, but they would adhere to 

THE. HIGHER AND PURER ANTHROPOMORPHISME. 
He did not see that there was anything inherently foolish in this, o: 


thing to be ashamed of. God's love and God's rightc ousness might be, and. 


surely were, much more than their love and their righteousness, but yet 
they need not be wholly other. Let them conceive them as being as exalted 
and purified as they pleased; but let them not purify and exait them 
away. Thus the two poles of Old Testament teaching were still their two 
poles. God was like unto man; God was not like unto man. They mutt 
constantly correct the tirst by the second, but they must also limit the 
second by the first. He wills, He feels, He thinks, yet not as we will and 
feel and think; and again, not so differently from us as to make us say 
that He does not feel and think and will at all. Judaism was rather 
peculiarly well off by reason of this clinging, with q@fective balance, to 
the two poles at one and the same time. Nor need they, as it seemed to 
him, feel worried because they could not comprehend the full nature of 
God. What a puny sort of God Ile would be whom they could comprehend, 
whom even the wisest of men could comprehend! The liturgy and the Bible 
spoke of Him as omnipotent, as omnipresent, as omniscient, as infinite. 
The troubles about all these attributes he knew; and he did not think 
they need be frightened if they admitted limitations to them. Fa: 
more important than a mere abstract or theoretic omnipresence o1 
infinitude was the doctrine that “no other spirit can be part of 
God,” that “God is not you and | and all of us together.” 
He had read a good deal of the writings of Baron von Hugel, 
the great Roman Catholic theologian and philosopher, Dr. Montefiore 
continued, and~he had been deeply moved and helped by his 
tremendous insistence on what he called the prevenience of God, 
and on the need and the truth of Transcendence. “God is a 
Reality, an Identity, a Consciousness, distinct from the reality, identity, 
consciousness, of any of His creatures, orof the sum total of them.” The 
Jew might share the great Roman Catholic’s horror of pantheism as, in 
its fullness and logicality, destructive of both religion and morality. 
Nor need they be afraid that Trauscendence was less susceptible of 
philosophic defence. Transcendence, though not unmixed transcendence, 
was the vital nerve of Theistic religion. The God who loved, the God 
who cared, the God who suffered evil but was opposed to evil, the God 
to whom men could give worship and adoration--this God must be not 


merely immanent, but also transcendent. In his con@luding observations ~ 


Dr. Montefiore said he could not speak of the problem of evil. The 
wisest had to contess that it was insoluble. The wiseat had to confes« 
that the combination of a loving God and the existence of undoubted 
evil—evil which was real and no illusion, even though a not under. 
stool means to a greater good—-was at bottom inexplicable. “} 
have spoken,” said Dr. Montefiore, “out of my own simplicity and 
ighorance. And yet I have spoken dogmatically. But I would wish to 
assign limits to the inclusiveness of Judaism. Conceptions of God which 
have no meaning to me, may have much meaning for another. If that 
otber can combine with those conceptions reverence, adoration or even 
love, let him enter the sanctuary. I beg himto enter. Why not? God 
is so much more than either he or I can realise or believe.. Let hitu 
inwardly translate the liturgy to suit hisown conceptions. Let neither 
of us leok down upon the other. I cannot fully understand him, but then 
probably he does not fully understand me. In God's Temple there is 
room for us both. Shall we not both be the better for adoration, for 
worship, for a community life as well as for an individual life, for being a 
living and praying part of religious Israel? He and his like will help me 
and my like to purify our couceptions of God as much as we can, and 
perhaps through me and my like, and him and his like, a fuller and better 
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synthesis between his views and my views than is now possible. may in 
later generations be achieved. Let us both prepare the way.” 


Parents and Religious Education. 

Speaking on “ The Responsibility of Parents in Religious bdacation,’ 
Rabbi Dr. Mattuck stressed, among other things, the need of making 
the ‘ hild feel that he was a member of a group and that lhe belonged to 
acommunity. It was important, he thooght, that Jewish education 
should aim at viving the child that fecling of Jewistraunity. “It is neces 
sary tocomphasise,” he said, “that post. Biblical Jewish history must more 
and more be given a place in the instruction of Jewish clhiltren--not an 
easy job.” In the use of the Bible they must begr by distingoishing 
between those things which they believed and those which they did not 
believe lhis remark he addressed not to teachers, but to pare ste. Parente 
ehould forthemselves what they believed and what ticy dd 
not believe. “Lthink,” he added, “ that the attitnde in which there is no 
discrimination and the Bible is either taken as a wholo or shirked a« 
a whole, will not do for the re! nis instenetion of the child. Tho parcnt 
must know what he or she believes and what be or «hv 
in the Rible. Yo 


does not Lelicve 
cannot escape from the child by any other way 
than by letting the child know what you think.” . There wero ¢

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“The Origin of the Hebrews.” 


UNION OF LITERARY SOCIETIES LECTURE. 


The first of a course of lectures dealing with “Tne Background of 
the Bible,” organised by the Union of Jewish Literary Societies, was 
delivered on Sunday last by Mr. G. R. Driver, M.A., on “ The Origin and 
Early History of the Hebrews,” at Jews’ College, Guilford Street, W.C, 
Mr. Hersert M. ApLer, M.A., was in the chair. 

The CHAIRMAN said that Mr. Driver came of a stock well known to 
all Hebrew scholars, his father being the renowned Dr. 8S. R. Driver, 
Regius ‘Professor at Oxford. The lecturer himself was a classical tutor at 
Oxford. He had already made valuable contributions to the literature of 
Semitic languages and had also published a book on the grammar of 
colloqnial Arabic as spoken in Syria and Palestine, as well as editing some 
letters of the first Palestine dynasty. 

The LECTURER referred to the mention made in a number of very 


ancient cuneiform inscriptions going hack to some two thousand years: 


B.C.E., Of a neople called “Sa-Gaz.” The name appears to be used 
alternatively with that of “ Habiru.” ‘This latter, it has been held, was 
the origin of the word “ Hebrew.” and hence on this theory a connection 
was traced between “sa-Gaz” and the ancient Hebrews. The eariicst 
mention of “ Sa-Gaz,” so far discovered, is on a cuneiform tablet purport- 
ing to be a copy of a much earlier document of Naram-Sin, King of 
Agadec, who lived approximately some 2,520 years ©.C.e., in Babylonia, 
The lecturer gave numerous other examples of mv .tions of these names 
both in ancient Babylonian, Assyrian and Egyptian documents, as well as 
ina number of Hittite texts. After discussing the historical and philo- 
logical evidence in support of the connection of the terms Sa-Gaz, 
Habiru, and Hebrew, he propose® to show how far it could be estab- 
lished that these are identical terms. It could be assumed that the 
Habirn were groups of individual men animated by a common love 
of esac “Snneger-y and adventure and banded loosely together by the 
common dere of finding in the West a land flowing with milk and honey, 
wherein to settle down. There could be no doubt but that the Biblical 
Hebrews were of mixed origin. Hebrew is a composite language as is 
shown by its grammatical inflexions and the varying forms which have 
obviously sprung from different roots, just as in English “he,” “him,” 
“her” belong to the Old English, and “ they,” “them,” “their” to the 
beandinavian element. Canaanite, Phoenician, Assyrio- Babylonian, 
Aramaian clements are clearly traceable in Biblical Hebrew. The 
Hebrews of Abraham's following must not be identified with the Habiru of 
the period of the documents referred to. Various waves of Habiru driven 
by pressure from the North-East moved southwards, The Habiru actually 
referred to in the ancient documents mentioned, constituted one of these 
waves, While Abraham and his followers took part in another of the 
periodic movements. Where in the Bible Abraham is described as a 
warrior he is at the same time referred to as Abraham the Hebrew. 
In connection with this it must be remembered that the Habiru 
were above all things warriors. It would seem that Abraham and 
his followers were one of those waves of Habiru, or warriors, who 
entered Palestine from the East. If the identification of this obscure 
word Habiru, with the ancient Hebrews is accepted, it is still to be 
decided what exactly the term Habiru connotes. The lecturer gave 
evidence to show that the term probably denoted nomads, who were 
primarily commercial travellers, but who were ready also to sell their 
military services to various princes. The break up of the Hittite Empire 
and the resultant confusion in Northern Mesopotamia drove large bodies 
of them to move southwards, till in Palestine they found an easy prey, 
where the population were ready to welcome anyone who would help 
them drive off the hated Egyptian overlord. Thus, the Habiru were not 
a race, but hordes composed of the most diverse elements, and only after 
their settiement in Canaan and their amalgamation with the Semitic 
population did they become “one people of one language and one speech.” 

Mr. 5. H. Dainow and Dr. Simons participated in the discussion.

Not the hard drv discipline of the Army—the Brigade does not seek 
to make soldiers—not the disciphne which is apt to make the boy part of a 
machine and destroy all individuality, jut the discipline that wiil teach him 
self-sacrifice, the will to pay allegiance to laws, to respect and obey his seniors 
and fit himself for the responsibilities of later life. x | 

It is to this chief aim that the manifold activities of the Srigade are 
subordinated, but these activities are so numerous and varied that they suffice 
to provide useful and healthy occupation for a large part of the boys’ leisure 
hours. Whether it is companionship, friendly guicance, help in employment 
sports and games, healthy recreation of various kinds, thata boy requires he 
is able to turn to the Brigade for any or all of these.

“Tack of Team Work.” 


JEWISH CHILDREN, “TOO INDIVIDUALISTIC.” 


That Jewish children are too individualistic was an opinion expressed 
by Sir Robert Blair, late Education Officer of the L.C.C., in the course of 
the interview which h@ "accorded to a representative of THE JEWISH 
CHRONICLE. 

Sir Robert. who, of course, is able to speak from the very closest 
observation and with the highest authority on such a subject, gave a 
reason for this statement by saying that it was due to the lack of team 
work among Jewish children. In this respect Christian children are ata 
distinét advantage because they go in more for games. 

Sir Robert, who is a Scotsman, spoke with great deliberation and 
cave me to understand that the question was a subject to which, as a 
former Official of the London County Council, he attached the utmost 
importance. 

He paid a glowing tribute to the way in which Jewish schoolchildren 
attended school saying that Jewish boys and girls were the hest 
“ attenders.” taken as a group, at the Council Schools and that they were, 
on the whole, one per cent. higher in this than any other body of pupils. 

Next he expressed his admiration of the way in which they worked 
saving that he thought they were very hard workers. Here he also put 
in a good word for the mothers who, he said, looked after them very well, 
“ Apparently®” said Sir Robert, “they were very well looked after at 
home, and their parents saw that they attended school regularly. They 
get many Council scholarships.” 

Sir Robert Blair, who recently distributed the prizes at the White- 
chapel Foundation School, where 96 per cent. of the boys are Jewish, 
told me that the statement by the Headmaster of that school as to what 
the pupils had done showed that the children were making the most of 
their opportunities. It was also interesting to see that a good proportion 
of the boys were studying for the medical services. This was a point 
which had particularly struck him. 

Saying that a large proportion left at 14 years of age, he stressed the 
fact that he would like to see the length of the school life increased. 

“T want Jewish children to make more use of playing fields than they 
are making,” he went on. It was here that Sir Robert cxpressed the 
opinion about Jewish children being too individualistic, and said that 
learning to play in the team would do much to correct that spirit. That 
was the great quality about the English Public Schools. 

Sir Robert gave me to understand that he appreciated the difliculties 
in the way, by remarking that these children, in addition to their school 
work, got extra religious instruction and that the extra work made a 
fairly large demand on them. 

To use Sir Robert’s own words. ‘NJ don’t forget,” he said, “that you 
have also your religious instruction outside the school hours.” As to their 
behaviour he thought it was very good on the whole. 

Jewish Educational Authorities will find much food for gratification 
as well as reflection in Sir Robert’s observations.

CCCCXXVII.—Clean and Unclean Animals. 


My DEAR COUSIN. 


It is some considerable time since I saw my friend the Antiquary, I 
was, therefore, overjoyed to meet the old man one day last week, and to 
find him in his usual spirits, all alert and ever ready to make his know. 
ledge available to those who were interested. I do not know how it 
came about, but before long we were talking about clean and unclean 
animals (in the Biblical sense). Off went the Antiquary as fast as his 


~tongue could carry him, but I can assure you that his talk was so charm. 


ing and delightful, spiced here and there with many a merry anecdote, 
that I, for my part, could listen to him for hours. 

The distinction between clean and unclean animals, which is made 
in some detail in the Book of Leviticus, my friend pointed out, must have 
been known in quite early generations, since in the story of Noah we 
hear that the clean animals had preferential treatment in their admission 
to the Ark. Here, his eye twinkled and he confessed that he must needs 
recall Rashi’s comment on tlhe. mention of the two sorts of animals in 
connection with Noah’s Ark. He suggested that Rashi< mind must 
have worked in some such way as this: how could Noah know which 
were clean and which unclean’ The answer'is that Noah was a student 
of the Torak (TN M3 Wadd. 13705) ana. therefore, knew in advance 
Which animals would be made clean and which unclean. From this 
curious lore his mind jumped quickly to the passage in the Talmud 
wherein it is related that God Himself actually showed the various animals 
to Moses 15 330 Map: GET), saying, this you may 
eat and this you may not eat; and that Moses himselfrepeated the object 

The Antiquary positively epjoyed his talk, and as I was lad tolisten 
he went on further, giving it as his opinion that there are cases where the 
Talmud Rabbis actually. freed themselves from the letter of the Torah. 
and showed a certain independence of spirit. He quoted as an instance 
the attitude of the Talmud to the two characteristics of clean animals 
mentioned in the Jorak. Holy Writ distinctly says that they must be 
cloven-footed asd must chew the cud; the. Talmud goes further and 
asserts boldly that an animal which bas no upper teeth must of necessity 
chew the cud and be cloven-footed. This dictum has found a place in the 
Codgs. Ifaman finds a stray animal and desires to discover whether it 
is clean or not, all he need do is to examine the animal in order to see 
whether it has upper teeth or not. If it has not, he may assume that it 
is clean on that evidence alone. But the Talmud goes even farther than 
this. if an animal has horns, it may be taken without further ado as being 
a clean animal. Sp wm"). 


The Antiquary stopped for a moment. His eye took on a faraway 
look, and then he said: I believe, if I recollect: right, that in Darwin's 
“Origin of Species” there is a note somewhere that animals« that 
chew the cud usually develop horns instead of teeth: probably for 
protection, and because their chewing apparatus is defective as compared 
with horniess animals, nature has provided them with two stomachs and 
has taught them to chew the cud. Another pause; another faraway look 
in his eye. Then triumphantly he declared that 400 years before Darwin 
lived, a Jewish philosopher, none other than Joseph Albo, propounded a 
similar theory. 

I was astonished at his marvellous knowledge, and how quickly be 
was able to illumine hidden corners of his mind. From animals he went 
on to consider birds. The Bible indicates that certain birds mentioned 
by name are not fit for food; but the Mishnah lays down a genera) rule 
that birds which tread down their prey areunclean TM 
Rashi elaborates the Mishnah text, explaining that the birds referred to 
are such as seize their prey with their claws, and Rashi’s grandson adds 2 
further elaboration that they are birds that eat living creatures, and do 
not wait until they are dead fmoanw 
As for insects and worms, the Antiquary amused me greatly by retailing 
a piece of Talmudic exegesis which was newtome. The Torah says that 
those creeping things are unclean and may not be eaten which “creep 
about on the earth” (PIANA by pwn). From this the Talmud deduces 
that worms which are found in fruit or cheese are not affected by this 
prohibition, and may be eaten. Before I had recovered from my astonish- 
ment at this curfous logic, the Antiquary was ready with another illus. 
tration. Holy Writ says that those fish may not be eaten which have no 
fins and scales “in seas and in rivers” ; O°O"S), ¢rgo, reason the 
Rabbis, if the fish are found elsewhere than im seas and rivers they may 
be eaten. Consequently, fish that are found in standing pools may be 
eaten without any farther ado. | 

In regard to fish the Talmud, so my friend informed me, once 
again liberates itself from the letter of the Torah. The Yorah distinctly 
lays it down that in order to be fit fer consumption, fish must have 
both fins jand scales. The Talmud with equal certainty declares that 
scales alone suffice, seeing that all fish that have scales also have fins. 


I ventured to put the question to the Antiquary whether the 
distinctions between clean and unclean animals as known among the 
ancient Hebrews are also met with among other peoples of antiquity, 
My friend was by no means nonplussed; his information flowed like 
water from a spring. It appears that the Persians recognised some 
dictinction between clean and unclean animals, the former were the 
creatures of Ormuzd, the God of Light, the latter the creatures of 
Abriman, the God of Darkness. The Hindus, too, appear to have known 


the distinction; so also did the Egyptiase. The Hindu fcriptures 


indicate only one characteristic of clean animals—that they should be 
cloven. footed ; nothing is said about their chewing the cud. As for birds. 
the Hindus eschew birds of prey—a rather curious reminiscence of the 
Talmudic comment noted above. P 

As he was speaking, the thought crossed my mind: Why was the 
distinction made atali® I put the question to the Antiquary, and he lef 
the peoples of antiquity to handle a theme w hich, judging from the 
brightness of his eye, must have appealed to him immensely. The 
answer, he said, is simple. The prohibition was instituted either on 
ethical grounds, to inculcate self-control ; or onymedical grounds, because

Evodus I., 7. 


There is a marked change evident, as soon as we close the Book of 
Genesis and open that of Exodus. Genesis, after its account of the 
creation, the flood and the dispersion of mankind, concerns itself largely 
with stories of individual lives. Some of its heroes appear on the 
scence chiefly for the sake“ of the lesson that their story teaches. 
The later characters drawn in great detail, are those of the 
patriarchs, the founders of the Hebrew race. Joseph is the last of 
these heroes of antiquity. At bis death te legends of Israci's ferbears 
give place to the history of Israel. The “sons of Jacob” has been 
moulded into the “children of Israel,” the title of the Jewish people. 
Joseph's promise to his brethren, ‘God will surely visit you,” is the link 
that binds the Book of Exodus to the Book of Genesis. It connects the 
history of a people with the story of that people’s origin and ancestry. 
We leave the mystic region of myth and legend, and enter the well. 
trodden and more solid paths of history. It is true that ina history of so 
ancient an era there will recur ever and again some of the old mystic 
stories. But it becomes gradually and evidently less poctical and more 
realistic. Exodus has, of course, its biographies, as well as Genesis. 
History, no less than legend, must tell us of its heroes. 
their place now as part of a greater story. 
a mighty canvas. Their importance is their degree of relevance 
to the whole company. ‘Their story is their influence on their peoplc, 
Moses himself, the greatest personality of the whole Bible, finds his place 
there as he found his mission, as the deliverer and the lawgiver of the 
people of Israel. pre-eminence is not derived from Moses: 
It is Moses, whose pre-eminence [sracl.” It was indeed only 
through Isracl that the work of the greatest of the prophets could take 
its rightful place in the world’s philosophy.

The event that called it forth or justified its 
utterance, proves its inspiration. It is the continued applicability of this 
message to Israel down the ages that makes them fit bearers of the sacred

em. 


The Massoretic text marks the division of the sentence after the 
word “Egypt.” The English version accordingly renders by “every man 
and his household came with Jacob.” The American-Jewish translation, 
on the other hand, gives “who came into Egypt with Jacob; every man 
cathe with his household,” thus ignoring the traditional punctuation. In 

his it is supported by all the ancient versions. Although this is the 
simpler way of understanding the verse, the Massorah no doubt regarded 
the first six words as a sort of heading to the chapter. 

“With his houschold.”. Ibn Ezra maintains that “household” 
denotes childeen and grandchildren, mot. the wiyes, since-auan ancl 
awwife are considered as one. ‘Therefore in verse 5 we are given the total 
number of Jacob's descendants, not the aggregate of the members of the 
families which would have to include those brought in by marriage. 


Verse 2 ff. The list of those who had migrated to Egypt has already 
been given in Genesis xlvi., 8 ff. The best explanation to account for the 
repeated enumeration of Jacob's sons is that offered by Rashbam. The 
bondage is traced to the extraordinary rate at which the Israelites multi. 
plied. It is therefore again impressed upon the reader that originally 
only the eleven sons of Jacob and their households came down to 
Egypt. If, then, within a short space of time their numbers 
had so vastly increased as to excite the fear of the Egyptians, 


the fruitfulness of the immigrants must have been altogether 
uncommon. Another suggestion may be offered. It is probable that 


before the invention of books, the Pentateuch was preserved in the form 
of five separate scrolls; and for that reason, it was useful to have the 
names of the founders of the tribes at the beginning of the scroll which 
traced the origins of the nation. In Genesis we were concerned with 
individuals ; in Exodus we witness the birth of a people. The list does 
not fo'low the order of schiority. We are first given the sons of Leah, 
then of Rachel (with the exception of Joseph, because he was not 
among those “who came with Jacob”), and lastly the sons of the 
handmaids. 

Verse 5. “Seventy souls.” If the list in Genesis xlviis examined it 
will be found that sixty-six names are given; when to these are added 
Joseph and his two sons, we only get a total of sixty-nine. Tosecure the 
number of seventy Rashi and Nachmanides follow a tradition, based ona 
forced interpretation of Numbers xxvi, 59, that Jochabed was born just 
when Jacob's household crossed into Egypt. But Ibn Ezra upsets that 
theory by his calculation that in that event she must have been 150 years 
old when she gave birth to Moses! He adopts the opinion found in the 
Midrash, that Jacob himself must be reckoned in the aggregate in spite 
of the words “ that came out of the loins of Jacob." He quotes in con. 
firmation Genesis xivi, 8: “ These are the names of the children of Israel 
who came into Egypt, /acolb and his sons.” He adds that in a matter of 
this kind the language of the text is not to be interpreted too strictly, and 
he instances the statement in Genesis xxxv, 26: “ These are the sons of 
Jacob that were born to him in Paddan-Aram,” the list including the 
name of Benjamin, whereas in fact he was born on the journey after tliat 
country had been left. 

The Septuagint gives the total as seventy-five, because it doubtless 
inciudes tive descendants of Ephraim and Manasseh who are named in 
[. Chronicles vii., 14ff.; but there is no evidence that they had been bora 
when Jacob came to fgypt. On the contrary the impression created by 
Genesis Xlvili, (aote “the lads” in verse 15) is that they were young at 


the time. 


“ Joseph was in Egypt already.” This is added to show that Joseph 
nud his sons were to be included in the total. Rashi gives a fine homiletical 
explanation. Although Joseph had been for some time in Egypt and had 
gained an cminent position, he associated hiinself and his household with 
the Hebrews.

L.C.C, EDUCATION COMMITTEE'S REPORT. 


I learn (writes a JEWIsH CHRONICLE representative) that Councillor 
M. H. Davis, L.C.C., has had an interview with the Chairman of the 
Education Committee of the County Conncil on the question of ‘the 
scholarships of aliens’ children. 


It will be recalled that some time ago Mr. Davis, on behalf of the 
Deputies, introduced a deputation to the Council, asking them to with- 
draw the restrictions upon children of alien birth who had won 
scholarships and then found that the Council, by resolution, did not grant 
them. 


“TL asked the Chairman of the Education Committee,” Mr. Davis told 
me, “ why the report of the Committee had not yet been presented to the 
Council, and he told me that several influential members were very 
anxious to have the matter put upon a right basis, and he himself 
agreed that the restriction was harsh and certainly difficult to justify. 
Owing, however, to the fact that the leader of the Council, who has taken 
a personal interest in the matter, is away ill, and there is much oth 
important business, he has not yet been able to bring forward his 
report, He assured me that the matter has not been lost sight of, and he 
again promised that as soon as possible after the Christmas recess hd 
hopes to be in a position to present his report.”

League of Nations Report. 
MR. S. COHEN'S VIEWS. 


The Publication of Part If. of the Report on the Traffic in 
Women and Children by the League of Nations, has once again 
focussed public attention on an evil which affects the Jewish Com- 
munities of the world very closely. 

In view of the discussion on Part [., held at the International Con. 
ference convened by the Jewish Association for the Frotection of 
Girls and Women, in London in June last, we have asked Mr. 8. 
Cohen, the able General Secretary of the Association, who is also a 
member of the Advisory Committee of the League of Nations which deals 
with this subject, to favour us with his views on the document. 

“Part I1.," said Mr. Cohen, “was not released til] last month by the 
Council of the League, in order that the various Governments might have 
timre ‘to study the contents and send in their comments and. correc. 
tions, ifany. Now that the Report is published, it will be seen that the 
investigators gave a separate report upon each country they visited, deal. 


ing with (a) Internal Conditions in Relation to the Traffic: (b) Incoming! 


Traffic ; (c) Outgoing Traffic: (d) Statistics, Laws, and Regulations.” 

* Did the investigators go all over the world ?” a 

“No. It is very important to stress this point. visited twenty 
cight countries, and one hundred and twelve cities in those countries. 
They only went to such places where information led them to believe 
traffic in women existed, and limited themselves to following up such 
information.” 

“ At your Conference, criticism was made that there was a Jewish 
bias in Part T°?” 

“That was so, but it was not entirely correct. Jews and Jewish 
cases were mentioned, as they are iu Dart II, but in no exaggerated 
sense. There is, unfortunately, much truth in the fact that there are 
Jews who engage in this horrible traffic, and it would have been difficult 
for the framers of the Report to ignore that fact. Yet there were some 
objectionable features, in the use of Yiddish words and so on, which have 
been deleted in the revised text of Part Il. Those who, atthe Conference, 
will also find that these have been toned 
down, omitted, or explained.” 

“Is it, in your opinion, known in the Jewish Communitics, that the 
traffic exists in such proportion as has becn intimated ’” 

“IT am afraid not. Unfortunately it has been difficult to bring home 
to our Communities the extent of tne evil or the necessity for combatting 
it. The Jewish Association for the Protection of Girls and Women has 
been fighting the evil for over forty years. It has endeavoured to arouse 
in every country a public Jewish interest. It has succeeded to the 
extent that it now has correspondents or Committees all over the wdrld. 
It has branches in two of the South American States which have been 
considered the principal “markets” of the traffickers. It spends 
money in obtaining and disseminating information concerning these 
traffickers and in rescuing the victims. ‘The cable is brought into use 
as soon a3sit is found necessary and desirable. Willing volunteers co 
operate in all countries in dealing with cases submitted from the Central 
Office in London. But—and here is the crux of the whole matter 
outside the Association itself and its locai Committees, few people 
seem Willing to consider practically how to deal with the evi! at its 
source. Part ll. of the Report shows clearly that most of the victimis 
come from Eastern Lurope, and a very large nnmber of these victims 
are Jewish girls. Why First of all, the restrictions against the Jews, 
politically and economically, are out of proportion to their rights. 
Secondly, the harshness with which many Jews are treated, and the fear 
engendered by such treatment, expose them to the necessity of engaging 
in occupations which are not always desirable. Thirdly, there is the 
¥vreat lack of facilitics for education and training in handicraft. Finally, 
there is still that lingering idea that girls do not require so much attention 
and education as do boys. 

“What is wanted is that there should be equality of rights for all 
citizens of a country, that such citizenship should not be denied to any 
particular denomination, that there should be greater toleration between 
the members of the different religious faiths and that they should get 
to know one another's good qualities rather than labour upon the other 
side. Particularly is it necessary that our own Jewish communities 
should give greater attention to the education of the adolesvent, both 
from the moral and material points of view. A great deal of recon. 
struction work is needed. By reconstruction I do not mean relief. 
I would stress the necessity for trade schools, settlements, clubs for 
boys and girls, social hygiene work, and so on. The girls particularly 
require knowledge. I would point out that we have not only to think of 
large towns, but @ the villages, which are overcrowded with poverty. 
stricken people, where girls have little or nothing to do. It is in the 
villages and poor quarters of towns that most of the Jewish victims are 
found.” | 

“At the Conference you proposed the creation of a Central Fund. 
Would that help °” 

“Of course it would. But all our endeavours up till now have proved 
in vain. Oh! that there were some rich philanthropists who would come 
to our help in this matter. We want to get the rich Jewish people in all 
countries of the world to realise that there is this difficulty, and that so 
long as the conditions remain as they are, so long will there be victims 
fop those traffickers who are ready to exploit them. Perhaps Tue 
JEWISH CHRONICLE, which reaches to all ends of the earth, will be able 
to influence some of these philanthropists to send us large contributions, 
so that our Committees in Eastern Europe, in South America and in the 
East, will be able to renew their efforts and crush this blot upon the good 
name and fameofthe Jew. I would giadly send a copy of the Report of 
our last International Conference to any who are interested, so that they 
can see for themselves the necessity that bas arisen,

Professor Cuza Pensioned. 


THE CASE OF JACOB DIAMANT 
[From our Correspondent. | BUCHAREST. 

Mr. Vaida Voevod, Vice-President of the National Peasants’ Party, 
speaking in the course of an interview with the Lupa. the organ of the 
Party, concerning the anti-Jewish excesses in Transylvania, said: “ The 
desecration of synagogues was not allowed even in Tsarist Rusia. Such 
acts of vandalism have not been known for centuries. When the Govern. 
ments of the Tsars wanted to divert public opinion they organised 
pogroms, and Jews were attacked, and even murdered. As far as the 
doors of the synagogues the pogromists were given a free hand, but if 
anyone dared to cross the threshold of the House of God, the Cossacks 
themselves came to the defencs of the synagogue. So that what was not 
permitted even to the pogromista in Tsarist Russia, has been tolerated in 
our country in the year 1927. And the blame lies with the Liberal Govern. 
ment which was unable to maintain law and order.” . 

Professor Cuza, the anti-Semitic leader im Roumania. has been 
pensioned off by the Government. An announcemont published in the 
official journal states that a decree has been issued placing Professor 
Caza on the pension list and withdrawing him from active work at the 
universities, on the ground that he has passed the age limit. Professor 
Caza is thus deprived of his direct contact with the stadent youth, which 
he has utilised by devoting his lectures at the universities to incitement 
to anti-Semitic violence. 

Several Jews, among them the Radviner Tsadick, have been examined 
by the Warsaw police in connection with Jacob Diamant’s accusation of 
the existence of a secret organisation that was planning revenge for the 
riots in Roumania. All of them. have denied the truth of the entire story. 


New Outbreak in Kishineff. 

serious anti-Jewish excesses have again occurred in Kishineff, 
when Jews were insulted and attacked in the streets by Roumanian 
students. Many Jews were beaten and injured at the railway station. 
The police intervened promptly, but the students turned on them, firing 
their revolvers and wounding a number of policemen, The last serious 
outbreak of rioting in Kishineff occurred in 1926. 

Fifty-nine graves in the Jewish cemetery at Piatra Neamze have 
been desecrated and a number of tombstones have been smashed. There 
is no trace of the criminals. The Jewish population is in a state of 
ferment over this act of desecration and is demanding that the authorities 
take vigorous action. 

Piatra Neamze was the scene of serious anti-Jewish excesses in 1925 
during an agitation tour which Professor Cuza undertook through the 
Provinces of Moldavia and Bukovina. 

Another group of participants in the recent anti-Jewish excesses in 
Transylvania have just been convicted by the Court Martial at Cluj. 
Joseph Blau, a waiter, has been sentenced to five months’ imprisonment, 
and Peter Suvagu, a law student, has been sentenced to three months’ 
imprisonment. Two other sentences of twenty days and ten days 
imprisonment have also been imposed. 


According to official figures published in Bucharest 17,671 persons, 
including 3,698 Jews, emigrated from Koumania during 1926. 1,015 of the 
Jewish emigrants went to Palestine. 4,927 persons emigrated during the 
first half of 1927, including 1,598 Jews, 


Polish Jewry and the Elections. 
Keen Bundist Activity.

The members of the 
Jewish economic organisation ‘will have no united election policy and 
their votes will be split among all Jewish parties. 

Councillor Ehrlich is heading the list of the Bundist (Jewish 
Socialist) candidates, who are making a strong effort to gain seats. In 
Eastern Galicia, Dr. Reich's Zionist group has achieved a success by 
acquiring the organ of its opposition, the MoRGEN, which will in future 
support Dr. Reich's election policy. 


Manifesto of Jewish Bloc. 


The general Jewish National election L/oc, consisting of the 4guaat 
Yisrael, the Jewish People’s Party (Folkists), and the Central Pederatign 
of Jewish Small Traders, has issued a proclamation to the Jewish papul-. 
tion of Poland in which it says: “ The approaching elections have agsin 
confronted the Jewish population of Poland with the cuestion of a 
national representation, which will be capable of fighting for the still 
unrealised Jewish national, religious, citizenship, social and economic 
equality of rights. The election constituencies and the election ordinance 
have been so tendaciously arranged that the Jews, even if they are 
united, cannot secure even half the representation to which they are 
entitled by their numerical proportion in the country. It is essential in 
the Jewish national interest to form a united body of all the Jewish 
pelitical parties and economic organisations. Realising the gravity of 
the position and the danger threatening the interests Of the Jewish 
population in Poland, we have formed a general Jewish national election 
bioc. Invitations were sent to all the Jewish parties, but none of the 
Zionist leaders even replied to the invitation. The doors of the bloc 
remain open, nevertheless, for all who desire victory for the Jewish 
Cause. The general Jewish National election bloc stands on the basis

Vienna Jew’s Testament. 


Half of Fortune to Charity. 
[From a Correspondent. | PRAGUE, 

A few days ago, a Jewish exporter, Alois Schweiger, formerly of 
Ungarisch Brod (Moravia), died in Vienna, where the last will of the 
deceased was opened in the presence of forty-two heirs. The deceased 
left a fortune amounting to 105 million Czech crowns, twenty per cent. of 
which is destined for the relief of the poor of the deceased's native town, 
without distinction of race or persuasion. Another twenty-five per cent. 
will go to the community of Vienna for the purpose of establishing @ 
foundation for High School Professors and Export Academicians. Mr. 
Schweiger. himself was a big exporter toIndia. The remaining fifty per 
cent. is to be distributed among the deceased's relatives in case of these 
being impoverished. Mr. Alois Schweiger was a bachelor, and had one 
brother living in Vienna and a sister in Ungarisch Brod. 


Jewish Museum in Odessa. 


Mendele Mocher Sephorim Relics. 


The first Museum of Jewish Culture in the Ukraine has been opened 
in Odessa. and has been named in memory of Mendele Mocher Sephorim. 
The collection, includes pictares of Jewish life from the earliest 
times, Jewish books, scrolls and communal records, Menorot, objects of 
Jewish ritual, etc. There is one scroll, which, according to the inscrip- 
tion, was written 590 years ago. There are also a large number of 
proclamations and appeals, including those issued during the pogroms 
which occurred in Odessa in 1371, in 1903, in 1905, and during the Civil 
War. ‘There are many illustrations showing the participation of Jewish 
workers in the Red Army. There is also the original order which was 
issued by the Attamans Grigoriev and Tatunik during their attack on 
Odessa, and a printed appeal to the pogromist Attamans issued at the

Last Year's Big Decrease. 
The third Conference of the All Polish Jewish Emigration Association 


was opened in Warsaw on Sanday. A Presidiam was elected consisting 
of Mesers. Shalit, Siiberschein and Radnitzki. 

The report submitted to the Conference stated that during 1927, 
44,510 persons, including 12,252 Jews, left Poland for Overseas. countries. 
Another 80,547 persons, including 1,747 Jews, left Poland during the year 
for various European countries. In the previous year the number of 
emicrants from Poland was 137.500, including 25,285 Jews. The income 
of the Society for the year was 122,490 ziotys. This imeluded a subsidy 
of *1,200 zlotys from the Hicem (Hias-lca--migdtrekt), and a subsidy of 
11,000 zlotys from the Government. It is expected that the Government 
subsidy will be increased considerably for 192%.

AN EVENTFUL YEAR. 


[From our Correspondent. | JERUSALEM. 


What with an unprecedented trade depression, a grave unemployment 
problem, a standstill of immigration, a disastrous earthquake, and a 
distressing labour dispute among Jews in a Jewish colony, it would 
appear that retz Yisrael has had its fail share of natural aod unnatural 
misfortunes this year. The position of Zionist finances further compli- 
cated the question of the Hebrew education budget, and the Hebrew 
schools under the «gis of the Zionist Organisation were opened a mouth 
later than usual after the summer holidays. 

In the past month the immigration authorities have been the cause 
of twoincidents which have aroused some very hostile comment. 

In the first case, an elderly American Jewish tourist and his wife, 
who had been resident in Palestine some years ago, were refused admission 
into the country on the ground that they had proffered false information 
to the immigration officer atJaffa. This refusal of admittance was carried 
into effecRdespite the proofs shown by the tourist that he possessed over 
11,000 adore The second case was of four young Jewish men who, 
condemned by the Soviet Government to the alternative of three years in 
exile in Siberia or “ banishment” to Eretz Yisrael, elected to accept the 
latter “ punishment.” (Unfortunately, however, they had not had time to 
prepare for their visas to Palestine, and the ever-vigilant immigration 
authorities found that the young men were lawbreakers, so ordered them 
back. Efforts made by the Zionist Executive to have the order rescinded 
were unavailing; and Lord Plumer, when appealed to, turned down the 
application. The four young men have therefore been returned to the 
Soviet Republic, and by the time these lines appear in THE JEWISH 
CHRONICLE will presumably be tramping over the snowy steppes of Siberia. 

Prospecis for Next Year. 

Biack as the picture has been painted of the present position, there 
is a faint glimmer of hope that next year will see a turning in the long, 
long lane of depression along which Palestine has travelled since the end 
of 1925... The prospects of additiofial opportunities of mass employment 
in the Haifa Bay works, the big Rutenberg electrical activity over the 
head ofthe Jordan, wholesale afforestation, possible new colonisation, 
and other relief or constructive activities, hold forth some hope to 
disgruntled and despairfal Palestinians. There is now a controversy 
raging inthe Hebrew Labour Press as to the cconomic utility of the 
“dole ” system in connection with unemployment relief. The budget of 
the Zionist Executive Department of Labour was fixed at £25,000 this 
year, the bulk of which was to be expended on“ doles,” andthe Labour 
leaders have been conferring with the Zionist Executive chiefs, notably 
Mr. Harry Sacher (now rumour has it, on his way to America with the 
object of effecting a consolidation of the two national fundsi, for the 
allocation of additional monics to enable the execution of constructive and 
permanent works of utility. Mr. Sacher was very definite in the course 
of the conversations as to the inability of the Executive to provide these 
additional funds ; but nevertheless the polemic continues. 

Picketing and Pickaxe-Handles. 

We have still the echo of the incident at Petach-Tikvah. It was in 
fact the cuimination of a year-long controversy hetween the Jewish 
growers and Jewish labourers as tothe right of Jewish labour in the 
picking of oranges. It was caused immediately, as I have already 
explained by the working men’s pickets being placed around the groves 
and to prevent the ‘entrance of Arab labourers hired by the Arab 
merchants who purchased the fruit “on the tree.” In dispersing them 
the Arab mounted police are said to have used pickaxé-haudles for 
weapons. Negotiations are still continuing with a view tothe absorption 
of the 600 Jewish unemployed at Petach-Tikvah in the orange harvest. 

The Government have issued a very bald official communiqué, 
perusal of which would lead one to the conclusion that the unemployed 
had done their best to start a riot. It is fortunate that the true facts of 
the situation—the unyielding attitude of the Jewish orange growers 
towards the employment of 100 per cent. Jewish labour vo. | ‘.e influencing 
of the Arab merchants in this respect—are known to the public at large, 
both here and abroad. 

The Zionist Executive, in a communiqué, emphasised the fact that 
there was no conflict between Jewish and Arab workers, and that the 
issue involved is not one of Jewish versus Arab labour, but of the prior 
right of local unemployed men to local work. In no other country in the 
world, when a contractor undertakes to pick the crop of a grove or to 
exploit mining deposits, it is pointed out, is he allowed to import workers 
from distant cities or villages when there are local unemployed able todo 
the work. 

The Kum-kum.” 


A new theatre company, known as the “Kum-knm™” and devoted 
mainly to satirical comment upon the events of the day, is gaining some 
poyplarity in Jewish Palestine. “ Kum-kum,” literally “ Tea-kettle,” is 
derived from the Hebrew saying meaning “ Don’t rattle the teapot!” that 
is, ‘Leave off bothering!” The most recent programme includes a very 
subtle satire upon the existing authorities, showing a young lady, named 
“Tive- Execu,” who flirts very seriously with “Mr, Dollaroff.” an 
American, to the disgust of her husband, “ Poaloffsky.” When, however, 
husband and lover league together to trap the coy young lady (who 
incidentally gets her cash supplies from “ Mr. Doliaroff ”"). they find she is 
really philandering with “ Mr. Pakid” (“ Zionist official! ”) The curtain

The Petach-Tikvah Disturbances. 


ARAB AND JEWISH WORKERS. 


As has already been bricfly reported, the trial of the unemployed 
workers arrested during the disorders at Petach-Tikvah was held at Jaffa, 
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and all the accused but one were sentenced. Mr. Idelson, Secretary of 
the Petach-Tikvah Workers’ Council, was sentenced to twelve days’ 
imprisonment, but was discharged as he had already spent twelve days 
in prison. Mr. Tabachnik was sentenced to one month's imprisonment 
and the rest (fifteen workers, including three girls) were sentenced to 
sixteen days’ imprisonment. The time which they have already spentin 
prison —thirtecn days — will be deducted from their term of imprisonment. 

There are about three hundred Arab workers employed at present in 
the orange groves of Petach-Tikvah. They are all employed by the Arab 
merchants who have leased the orange groves from the Jewish colonists. 
There are altogether only six Jewish workers employed there. The 
thirty-two Arab lessees of the orange groves in Petach-Tikvah have 


according to the FALAsTIN, met the District-Commissioner, who urged 
them to employ local Jewish labour. They replied that they will continue

Palestine and Its Agriceltural Problems. 
— 
ADDRESS BY SIR JOHN RUSSELL. 


\u address on “ Palestine and its Agricultural Problems” was viven 
by Sir John Nusseil, on Thursday in last week, at one of the sessions of 
the Annual Conference of the Geographical Association, which was held 
at the London School of Economics. 

Palestine, he said, was now entering on a new chapter in its long 
history. After 1800 years of exile the Jews were entering the country to 
settle there and establish a home to which any Jews in the world might 
vo. bince, however, the country was already populated by Arabs, the 
immicrants did not tind virgin land, as in the great migrations in the 
ninetcenth century, but they had to buy out the Arabsewho already owned 
it. ‘There was no other land for these Arabs to acquire, and the possi- 
bility existed of the creation of a workless popniation. That was being 
met by intensifying and developing the agriculture of the country, so 
that the land should be able to carry a larger population § than 
before. The development of snitable agricultural systems was deter. 
mined partiy by the natural conditions of the country, and ‘partly 
by the psychology and mode of life of the people. The Arabs 
had 2 long tradition of farming behind them, albeit farming of a some- 
what low standard. Lhe Jewish colonists, on the other hand, were in 
Jeneral not agricuiturists, nor even countrymen; they had no background 
ofa knowledge about animals or the growth of crops. They had, how. 
ever, a much higher standard of life than the Arabs, and so they looked 
for a larger return from a day's labour, in spite.of the fact that many of 
them were not, in the first instance, es useful on the land asthe Arabs. 
The Colonists struck. one as being particularly alert and intelligent, 
thoroughly enthusiastic and desirous of doing their very best for Pales- 
tine. lermany of them the colonisation was not a matter of tinancial 
advantage, but of religion and patriotism. But they were helped so 
generously by the Jewish communities of Great Britain, America and 
Hhrrope, that they had not had to undergo the suffering endured by the 
early pioneers ia.the British Empire apd the United States.

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quality or earliness, marketed in a special way and maintained distine- 
tively, not simp!y merged in the general world supply of goods of 
moderate quality. That would allow full scope for their intelligence, 
theirindividnality, and their business ability in dealing with world markets, 
The Arabs could continue to produce ordinary agricultural produce, 
canienitiadiaale-adia ulture, however, on the lines already laid down by the 
Government Department under Colonel Sawer. In this modern return of 
the Jews they were settling straight on the Plains and Valleys. These 
formed three strips, the Maritime Plain running North and South along 
the coast: the Jordan Valley also North and South, and lying East of 
the central vange of hills; and the Plain of Esdraclon running Kast and 
West connecting these two. Of these, the Maritime Plain was eminently 
suited for fruit, especially citrous fruits (it already produced the well. 
known Jaffa oranges), bananas, and also for the production of scents and 
wine. There appeared to be considerable possibility of irrigation and of 
further developments. The Plain of Esdracion was largely used for 
ordinary agricultural products, but there also specialisation was being 
attempted. The Jordan Valley could in the South, produce tropical 
fruits such as pineapples, and it offered interesting possibilities for 
development if the water supply could be regulated. Of the hill land 
some was barren, offering at present but little scope for improvemenf, 
though there was the possibility of afforestation, which the Government 
Department was exploring. That would necessarily be a slow develop 
ment, but it was worth persevering in, because if once the hills could be 
afforested the rainfall could be much more economically utilised over the 
whole country. While the problems were difficnlt, they were by no 
means insoluble, and once a sufficient number of good cultivators could 
be spread over the land, the standard of production would increase, and 
on its material side the problem of Palestine would be largely solved. 
There still remained the dificult problems concerning the relationships 
of the various groups of the Paiestinian population, but these could be 
solved more readily in the atmosphere engendered by an _ intensive 
avriculiture than ifthe land were not being fully utilised. 


Land of Israel News in Brief. 
—-- 

Mr.G. KRISH! Administrative Officer in the District Adminis- 
tration in Jerusalem, has resigned his position. Mr. Krisnevsky Was one 
of the few Jewish police officers in Palestine serving since the war. He 
was at one time sub-Governor of the Northern District in charge of the 
frontier district. 

THE Appeal Court in Jerusalem has upheld the conviction of Wadic 
El Bustani, one of the leaders of the Palestine Arab hxecutive, who was 
sentenced by the Haifa District Court last June to a fine of £100, because 
he had instigated the attack made in February on the concession area of 
the Palestine Jewish Colenisation Association at Cacsarea, in which 2,000 
eucalyptus trees planted in the area were uprooted. The Appeal Court, 
while upholding the conviction, has, however, reduced the fine to £25. 
The District Court had also ordered Bustani to pay £65 as damages to the 
Pica. 

A NE ordinanee has been published by the Palestine Government 
introducing the metric system of weights and measures into the country. 

THE Palestine Government has taken over the Tel-Aviv Municipal 
Meteorological Station, and has appointed Dr. Baruch supervisor of all the 
(:overnment meteorological stations in Palestine. 

THE tirst Palestine Confereace ou Pleasure and Health Kesorts 
was held recently at Tel-Aviv. 

FIFTEEN more officials have been dismissed by the Palestine Zionist 
lL xecutive tor reasons of economy.

Disturbed Palestine. 
From Mr. S. P. ABRAMS, B.A. 
To the Editor of Tae Jewish CHRONICLE. 

Sir, -The affair at Petach Tikvah ix serious enough in itself. and 
anydue who knows the spirit of the Patestinians will agree with you that 
it contains a menace of still more serious incidents to follow. It dangerous 
possibilities might have been expected when the Palestinians were faced 
with starvation, which has been the lot of workers in all countries ip 
times of depression, then the circumstances are doubly menacing when 
Arabs are given whatever opportunity there may arise to keep ody 
and soul together. It is very strange, ther: fore, that the depression 
should have been almost welcomed in certain circles. Prominent membe: s 
of the Raglish Zionist Federation have done so publicly. Perhaps 
there is some trnth in the suggestions made in some quarters that the 
Palestinians will in this way be taught self-reliance, and will realise that 
& country cannot be built up on benevolence; but unfortunately the 
realisation of moral and political truisms cannot be cashed, and though 
the lesson be learnt in blood and tears, food, clothing and some education 
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can still only be got by moncy. ‘lhese suggestions reduce themselves, 
therefore, to a veiled, perhaps almost unwitting desire that the Jewish 
labourer should be satisfied to live more like the Arab than he has hitherto 
been willing to do and, therefore, require less money. 

vents are moving in that direction. The Zionist Organisatiog. 
whic’: has hitherto subsidised Jewish labour, is to cease this practa®e ; 
the Government has based its construction of the new harbour on Arab 
labour rates, and financial necessity, as strong in VDalestine as elsewhere, 
makes the employment of the cheapest labour in private enterprise 
essential. When one calls to mind that large industrial undertakings are 
being projected and loan services will have to be met, then it is clear that 
from the standpoint of the financier and investor thc wages position in 
Palestine must be stabilised, and the quicker and lower, the better. 
Sach an outcome, as one result of the depression, would not be unexpected, 
Since it is a repetition of what has taken place in this country, in Italy, 
France and Germany. In this respect, therefore, the depression throws 
down a challenge to the future of the Jewish worker and the Jewish 
pioneer—but it throws down no less a challenge to Jewry as a whole. 
For not only isthe future well-being of the Palestinian at stake, but the 
agricultural, social and cultural work of a generation of Jewish effort is 
being undermined. Zionist achievement in Palestine is suffering and wil! 
still more suffer a serious set-back as a result of the depression. 

W hat should be the attitude of the Zionist Organisation ” 

If it conceives its duty to Palestine and to Jewry to lie in using such 
funds as it can raise for working up a number of Jewish projects, and, if 
necessary, for charitable purposes, then itsavhole duty to-day consists in 
making an appeal for funds to relieve the present unemployment and to 
enable the Organisation to carry on at reduced speed. It can hardly, of 
course, advise that modern cure for unemployment—emigration. If, on 
the other hand, it aimsto lay the foundations of an organic Jewish 
structure, with some measure of financial and economic equilibrium, 
then its plain dirty is to take up the challenge of the depression and 
institute a public enquiry into its tinancial and economic causes. By an 
attempt to clear up the causes ofa phenomenon which can break down in 
two years the work of twenty, and reduce a population of hardworking 
men and women to starvation, riot and bloodshed, the Zionist Organisation 
will do more for the fundamental progress of Valestine than any politic al

ZIONIST DEPUTATION IN NEW ZEALAND.

pon the arrival of Mr. Amery in Auckland, New Zealand, a deputa 
tion from the local Zionist Society waited upon him on November 23rd. 
The deputation consisted of the Rev. &. A. Goldstein, President of the 
society, Mr. M. Salas, Chairman of the Committee, Mr, Louis Phillips, 
Mr. Il. Meltzer and Mr. Max Robinson, Hon. Secretaries of.the Keren 
Hayesod. Mr. N. Alfred Nathan, President of the Auckland Hebrew 
(Congregation, was absent on account of tilness. 

Mr. Amery said he was pleased to learn from them that they 
appreciated what the British Government had done in the fulfilment of 
the Balfour Declaration. As he had pointed out in an address to a Jewish 
deputation in Johannesburg some few weeks ago, the carrying out of the 
terms of the Declaration was not an easy task. It had taken some time 
to convince the British population that the policy was a sound one and it 
had taken even longer to convince the Arab population that there was to 
be no infringement of their liberties. Mr. Amery said that the quality of 
the work done by the Zionists in Palestine since the Armistice was of a 
very high order. Their powers of colonisation were very remarkable, 
The Hebrew University at Jerusalem had great possibilities and there 
was a real life of culture deve gin Palestine on essentially Jewish 
lines. For these and other reasons he felt a keen interest in Zionism, and 
as a Minister of the Crown with a special responsibility in relation to 
the development of the country, he assured them that it was the intention 
of the British Government and of the British people to carry out their 
work in the trae spirit of the Balfour Declaration.

PALESTINE CONFERENCE. 


As was briefly recorded in a previous issne, the Palestine Conference of 
the Agudat Yisrael was opened in Berlin last week, representatives being 
present from Palestine, the United States, Germany, Toland, Czecho- 
Stovakia, Belgiom, Switzerland, Holland, and Austria. Dr. Ebrinanno, 
the head of the Palestine office of the Agudah, reported on the Palestine 
activity during the year. He said. that since the beginning of the economic 
crisis in Palestine the Palestine office had ra sedasnum of £50,000 annua v 
for colonisation purposes. The land in’ Machne Yisrael was. bei g 
colonised, and as for Olam Mador, an agreement had been reached which 
would enable part of this land to be colanised immediately. 

The Executive Committee of the Agudat Yisracl Organisation, after 
hearing the report of its President, Rabbi. Dr. Pinchas Kobn, on his recent 
mission in Palestine, has decided to send Dr. Kohn, or another repre- 
sentative, to Palestine in order to continue negotiations there with the 
local Jewish parties and to proceed with the organisation of Orthodox 
Jewry in Palestine. 


The Agudat Yisrael Organisation of Palestine proclaimed a day of 
fasting and supplication for Sunday, January Ist, the day on which the 
Jewish Communities Ordinance was to be promulgated in its final form.

VISIT TO SINGAPORE. ; 


On bis way from Australia, Dr. Alexander Goldstein visited Sirg pore, 
On December 7th he addressed the annual meeting of the Si: gipore 
Zionist Society, and gave a summary of the results of his year's tour in 
the Far East and Australasia. 

The report submitted to the annual meeting showed a remarkable 
increase in the Zionist activities in Singapore. In consequence of the 
success of the Keren Hayesod Campaign inaugurated by tir. Goldstein 
during his April visit, the total of the Singapore contributions to the 
Zionist Funds is double that of the previous \ear. A total of £1622 wis 
collected and remitted to Palestine in 1927, as compared with £xvU0 
remitted in 1926. 

Mr. Manesseh Meyer, who was in the chair, paid a tribute to the 
success of Dr. Goldstein's visit. 

A new Committee of the Singapore Zionist Society was elected, with 
Mr. Manesseh Meyer as President; Mr Levy, Vice-President; Mr. Isaac 
Meyer, Hon. Treasurer; and Dr. ©, Levy, Hon. Secretary. 


Dr. Alexander Goldstein also visited the three main cities of the Dutch 
Indtes—Sourabava, Bandoeng and Batavia. In all those cities Dr, 
Goldstein addressed meetings of the Jewish communities and made 
arrangements for the 1928 Aeren Iayesod Campaign in Java. 

In Sourabaya Dr. Goldsteio addressed the meeting of the Netherlandsch 
Indian Zionistendbond, at which a new Committee was elected.

~ Moneylenders’ Names.—On Monday, at Salford, the Recorder, Mr. 
A. M. Langdon, K.C., in allowing two appeals under the Moneylenders’ 
Act, decided that a man could apply for a certificate under the name by 
which he was generally known, and individually recognised, as apart from 
a trade name which he did not use in private life. 

Mr. J. Lustgarten, who appeared for Sidney Solomon Levy, said that 
the appellant had been in Manchester thirty years. He was a Levite, 
which was the tribe mentioned in the Bible. In Russia, apparently, 
the form of the term in translation was Levin, by which name he was 
known in that country. When he came to England, in common with 
other members of his family, he began to call himself Levy, and had been 
known as Sidney Solomon Levy since. Levy was naturalised in 1909 and 
was married in that name, in which also his children had been registered, 
Ho far as a person could adopt a name, Levy had adopted that name. 
The Stipendiary Magistrate seemed to think that a man’s true name was 
the one he had discarded, but Mr. Lustgarten submitted that a man's 
truc name was the name he bore, whether by his own choice of whether 
it had been left to him by his father. Counsel suggested that the 
Magistrate had confused the case with the Business Names Registration 
Act, which was passed during the war and was designed to compel people 
to disclose their nationality. The object of the Moneylenders’ Act 
aimed at Cwo things—first, to identify the person from whom. one was 
borrowing, and, secondly, that if he-used a trade name he shoukl be 
bound by the name he had adopted for trading purposes. 

The Recorder: Under what name has the appellant been carrying on 
business as a moneylender ” 

Mr. Lustgarten: Under the name Levy. 

Mr. E. L. Fleming, who represented the police. pointed out there had 
been no evidence as to the name of Levy having different forms in other 
countries. Counsel submitted that the appellant's true name was Levin. 
Ife took outa naturalisation certificate in the name of Shnar Solomon Levin. 
He had changed the first Christian name to Sidncy and had changed 
his surname from Levin to Lévy. T[ractically the only way in which a 
Christian name could be changed in this country was at confirmation. 

The Recorder: Canon law cannot override the common law that a man 
may change his name to anything he pleases, subject to the provisions of 
the Business Names Registration Act. 

Mr. Fleming tbeid that the main object of the Monecylenders’ Act was 
to protect the borrower. “It is well known,” he said, “that for a long 
time before this Act was passed certain aliens who had brought disrepute 
to the better members of their own community had been trading ander 
old-established English names. There could be only one reason for the 
adoption of these names, and that was to deceive a possible borrower. 

The Recorder: Sarely the name Levy is more suggestive of the 
Asiatic than Levin. 

The second appellant was Aaron Lewis, who, Mr. Lustgarten said, 
was born in Manchester in 14°0, his name being Aaron Votoyski. He 
changed it to Aaron Lewis by decd-poll in 1916, and had kept that name 

Mr. Fleming submitted that Lewis was not the appellant's true name, 
and urged that the mere fact that a man changed his name did not solve 
ihe problem of his true name. 

The Recorder said that the question he had to decide was the 
meaning of the words “true name” within the meaning of the Money- 
lenders’ Act. If the intention of the Act was that the original name 
should be the true name, how simple it would have been to have used 
the word “ original” or “baptismal,” or other words to indicate that a 
particular name once given to any particular human being remained with 
him for over, and that he could not carry on business in any other 
name. “So far as that is concernod,” the Recorder said, “the statute 
undoubtedly has not said so, and it has been left to the courts to deter. 
mine what is a true name. It seems to be a mixed question of law 
and facts, and we must look at the facts in the light of common law, 
which says that a man may change his name and the consequence 
is that his true name, in the sense of his real name, is the name he has 
taken. I do not propose to give a general construction of the words ‘ true 
name, but | think the nearest word to the word ‘true’ would be his real 
name.” Inthe case of Lewis, would it not be an absurdity to say that 
the true name of the man was \otovski, andthat was abandoned by deed. 
poll? ‘The other case was a littic more difficult, but it could be solved 
by applying the same principles. levin, from the momeat he set foot in 
ogland, took the name of Levy. When he was registered he informed 
the Home Office that his name was Levy, and he bad carried on business 
aad been recognised by cvery body by the name of Sidney Solomon Levy. 
He had no hesitation in saying that within the meaning of this Act his 
true was Levy. 


Bankrupicy.—Last week, at the Daukriptcy Buildings, the first 
mneeting of the creditors was held of REUBEN ARTHUR DURAN, described 
as of Ashworth Mansions, Elgin Avenue, W., and 1, Hassop Road, 
Cricklewood, butcher, against whom a receiving order was made on 
December 17th on the debtor's own petition. llis statement of affairs 
disclosed liabilities £1,213 and assets £11. In September, 1915, he and 
another person formed J. Nathan, Ltd.,” witb a nominal capital of £1,000, 
later increased to £4,090. Me was appointed a director. The company 
carried on busincss of retail butchers until May, 1925, when a Receiver was 
appointed. After negotiations the debenture-holder successfully claimed 
the assets. When the Receiver took possession the company had five shops. 
Subsequently the debtor purchased from the debenture-holder the 
branch shop at 5, Fairhazel Gardens, Hampstead, for £750. He carried 
on at that address as a kasher butcher in his own nanic. In the latter 
part of 1926 he was in difficulties, and took in a partner, who paid £1,250 
for a half-share. They traded together until July last under the style of 
“Duran & Levy,” when the debtor sold his half-share to his partner for 
£850. In June, 1925, the debtor purchased a second business at 41, 
Cricklewood Broadway, paying £100 in cash and taking over and paying 
liabilities about £160. He carried on this shop in the name of “J. Nathan” 
always at a loss, and in October last he sold the business for £750. He 
Bad since had no business or occupation. . His present position was due 
to his profits being too smal to cover his outgoings, and being unable to 
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give both shops bis full attention, ‘Tne estate was left in the bands o! 
the Official Receiver. 


Entertainment Tax Fines.—In reference to the caap heard at the 
Petersfield Petty Sessions (mentioned in our last issue), the Excise 
Officer said he found 1d. stamps had been fixed to some 9d. tickets, 
whereas the duty stamp should have been 14d. Miss Coombes, the 
cashier, who was caljed, said she told Mr. 5. Filer, the manager, that she 
was out of 14d. stamps, whereupon he banded her a book, which con. 
tained twenty adhesive stamps, and that, at the time, she did not know 
that they were penny ones. When she discovered her mistake, Mr. Filer 
had already left the theatre. He had always impressed upon her to be 
very careful to put on the proper stamps. The manager said that he had not 
bought the stamps in the book, and that they must bave been there when 
he took over the management of the theatre some vears ago. Mr. H. 
Filer, proprietor of the theatre, said he knew nothing about what had 
happened until some time after August 3ist. He rarely visited the 
theatre, as he left the management entirely to his son. Tor the defence, 
Mr. Geach said he hoped the Bench felt that the offence was committed 
in error and not deliberately. If they took that view, it did not warrant 
the infliction of a fine. The Chairman said that the Bench felt the 
defendants had committed the offence in error. Mr. Geach said he would 
try to get arefund of part of the fine from the Treasury. 


Standard Rent Decision...0n Monday, at Westminster County 
Court, before Judge Reeve, Mr. Morris Davis, of Neal Street, W.C., made 
an application respecting four rooms rented as a separate dwelling from 
Mr. EMANUEL DANIELS, of Shaftesbury Avenue. Mr. Leon, for Mr. Davis, 
contended that the rent should be apportioned on the basis of £1628 
year at which Mr. Danicls leased the house containing Mr. Davis's rooms 
and also an adjoining house, and that this was the standard rent on 
August Srd; 1914. Mr. Stenham, for Mr. Danicis, submitted that the 
Divisional Court's decision on cases of conversion of houses into flate dd 
not apply because the tenancy began in 1917 after structural alterations. 
Judge Reeve, in dismissing the application with costs, held that the first 
letting was in 1917 following structural alterations to make the four rooms a 

self-contained dwelling, and that no standerd rent was referable to the 
house.

Nitrates. 

\ mild revival is to be noted in the market for Chi lian nitrate shares. 
This- follows better views regarding the position of the industry and 
expectations of an increased demand for tke fertiliser in the spring.of 
this year. A favourable factor in the situation is the renewal of buying 
of nitrates by agricultaralists. It is claimed that it has been found much 
superior to the synthetic article, althouch the substitute hasits attraction 
in a lower price. There is some hope that Chilian nitrate wil! be sold in 
the near fature at a lower price and without interfering in any way with 
the profits producers will be able to make, This would come about by a 
reduction in the export duty on the fertiliser. The Chilian Government 
depends very largely for its revenue on the nitrate industry, and it is felt 
that a lower export duty would be compensated by a larger movement of 
nitrate, and that the Government would not saffer loss in revenue by 
lower charges. The share market is a rather dangerous one to deal in 
because it is liable to very long periods of comparative neglect when it is 
difficult to sell shares on a reasonable basis. Those who buy nitrates 
should, therefore, be prepared to realise when the market is in a state of 
some activity. 
Report Ex pected. 

In the very near fature the annual report of Lister and Company, the 
Bradford silk spinning firm, is expected.

We must equip ourselves by studying Hebrew to know our 
prayers, and by going to the fountain-head of Jewish history, litera. 
ture and tradition become better able to appreciate the sermon. The 
standard of the preaching will inevitably go up if the audience becomes 
better cquipped. Let us be ourown minyan men. That offic: ought 
never to have been created. If we do these things then the dry bones 
of the synagogue will take on flesh and become a living organis o. 


A OOMMUNAL ARMY. 


And in communal life Young Israelites have a big part to play. 
‘The complaint of the lack of communal workers would never be heard 
if we did our duty. I know it is at first sight more attractive to go to 
dances or cinemas than engage in communal work that at the vutwt 
looks dull and bothersome. But Lassure you that there is a lot of 
pleasure to be got out of it. Public life brings its own rewards. It is 
better to be a working somebody than a dancing nobody. Tec same 
word in Hebrew—as indeed in English—answers for public wir: and 
for worship. Abodah—service. In serving the community we are 
truly serving God. Sol hope that Young Israel will deom it a duty 
to engage in some form of communal service. If in the synag: gue and 
in the community we can introduce this new vitality then—immigra- 
tien or no bnmigration—I have no fears for English Judaism.
